BE CONSIDERATE 

Here are a few reminders on how we can work together as effectively 

as possible:  

 

 Use an inside voice to minimize interruptions and unnecessary noise  

 Manage ringers and notifications from electronic devices 

 Bring earphones and keep them at a considerate volume. If you are sensitive 

to noise and find it unsettling, use your earbuds or headset. 

 If you're sick, please stay home!

RESPECT THE SHARED SPACE
